Due to the boycott of the Holiday Inns 
of America by the SCV, it became 
necessary to move the National Con- 
vention site from Nashville to Chat- 
tanooga, TN.

Update on the Alabama r lag r ight 

The Confederate Battle Rag was removed from the top of the Alabama State 
Capitol on January 4, 1993 by order of State Circuit Court Judge William 
Gordon in response to a lawsuit filed by four Black State Legislators, The Judge 
ruled: Since no law had been passed by the Alabama Legislature authorizing 
the Battle Rag to be flown on top of the Capitol, then the Governor had no 
authority to fly it there. Republican Governor Guy Hunt appealed this decision 
to the Alabama State Supreme Court but before his appeal could be heard, 
Governor Hunt was removed from office by a grand jury indictment for misuse of 
inaugural funds. His replacement, Democratic Governor Jim Folsom, im^ 
mediately dropped the appeal, thereby letting Judge Gordon's ruling stand. 

Consequently, House Bill 3, which required the Confederate Battle Flag to be 
flown on top of the Capitol, was introduced in the Alabama House in January 
1994 by nine Legislators of both political parties and had the backing of over 
75,000 petition signatures from Alabamians. Unfortunately, House Bill 3 was 
defeated in the House Ways and Means Committee by a vote of 10 to 6. In 
response, Confederate Heritage Fund (a pro-Flag group) targeted three 
anti-Flag members of the Committee for defeat on Election Day and began 
placing ads in their local papersexposing these anti-Flag Legislators to their 
voters. The result: Two anti-Flag, 17+ year Democratic veteran incumbents were 
trounced by a whopping 65% to 35% by two pro-Flag Republican challengers. 
No other incumbents in all of Alabama's Legislative races were defeated by as 
wide a margin as these two Representatives. 

In the upcoming April-July 1995 Alabama Legislative Session, the Confederate 
Battle Flag Bill will be introduced again with these political victories being held 
over the heads of the Legislators. Also,the surprise election of Republican 
Governor Forrest Hood "Fob" James is expected to help the pro-Flag effort, 
although, to what extent is unknown at this time. Anyone wishing to help 
financially with the effort to return the Confederate Battle Flag to the top of the 
Alabama State Capitol may send contributions to: Confederate Heritage Fund (a 
non-profit organization) P.O.Box 771, Andalusia, Alabama 36420.

Petersburg, Virginia Monument to be 

Restored 

In a surprising move, the Surry-Sussex Chapter of the UDC presented statutory 
evidence that prevents the Surry County, Va., Board of Supervisors from 
thwarting efforts to restore a Confederate monument at the County Courthouse. 
The Supervisors had implanted themselves between the UDC Chapter and a 
contractor who was to begin restoration. The Board, "... concerned because of 
the sensitivities that it [the monument] touched upon relative to various 
segments of the community", had attempted to subject the repairs to Board 
approval, interfering with contractual negotiations in the process. 

The Virginia State Law, date unknown, forbids local governments from 
preventing such restorations. The UDC activist had informed the County 
Administrator of the law but he apparently did not realize the full import at the 
time. It was made much clearer to him and the full Board, and the work will 
progress. The Board had offered the option of the UDC moving the monument 
to private land. 

It would seem that earlier governments of our Southern States were sufficiently 
bold to protect our symbols. Today's bodies would do well to take lessons and 
act accordingly. In the words of the UDC spokeswoman, "If we are going to 
co-exist peacefully - all races - then we have to have a tolerance for each 
other's beliefs. Civil rights should not be the property of one group." Jesse 
Jackson, please call Roy Innis.

LIBERTY MONUMENT in New Orleans Under Attack: 

The LIBERTY MONUMENT originally was erected at Canal Street, New Orleans, on September 14, 1891, to commemorate the Southerners who 
fought and died in the Battle at Liberty Place in New Orleans on September 14, 1864. Louisiana, along with the other states of the Confederacy, 
were under Martial Law imposed by Federal troops. New Orleans and the surrounding area were placed under the control of a Black militia and the 
Metropolitan Police. Fed up with the corrupt Federal Government, citizens and business leaders of New Orleans, along with former C.S.A. 
soldiers, sought to depose the corrupt, unelected reconstructionists. 

The Liberty Monument remained at the foot of Canal Street until October, 1989, when the City of New Orleans, at whim, decided to remove the 
monument for "street improvements". They had no intention of putting it back up. Supporters of the Monument filed a lawsuit in Federal court in 
December of 1991 . After a lengthy court battle, the city was ordered to re-erect the Monument. It was erected at the foot of Iberville and the River. 

At a rededication ceremony, sponsored by the Friends of the Liberty Monument, a group of belligerent demonstrators engaged in obscene and 
hateful language toward both the participants and the New Orleans Police. On March 18, 1993, the City Council of New Orleans introduced an 
ordinance to remove any monument, statue, or anything it deems to be a nuisance in the City of New Orleans. 

The City Council of New Orleans voted 6 to 1 to remove the Liberty Monument pursuant to its "nuisance ordinance". In addition, the City of New 
Orleans filed a lawsuit against the Friends of the Liberty Monument to stop their fight to preserve the Monument. This is a harassment suit and a 
dear violation of First Amendment rights. Since its re-erection, vandals have painted and defaced the Monument. While the Mayor of New Orleans 
has not yet taken action to remove the Monument, it is only a matter of time until he does so. 

The courageous Friends of the Monument stand ready to oppose the City's inevitable attempt to bring down the Monument once and for all. The 
brave defenders of Southern heritage are greatly outnumbered and need our assistance, as they currently try to raise money for a legal defense 
fund.

A few recent private comments make us question the method we use in addressing our detractors and their actions. We don't particularly like an 
angry, rude, aggressive approach, preferring the sarcastic, humorous, and/or subtle route. But we try to determine into which of several categories 
our opponents and friends fall as we choose those approaches. 

There is the sympathetic category, which may or may not understand the history of our symbols. It's members support us in a myriad of ways, 
some of which may be aggressive and crude. 

There is the unsympathetic category, which does not like our symbols (and maybe us) for any number of reasons. It's members may or may not be 
educated as to the history. 

And then there is the indifferent category, which members usually don't care even if they know the history, or who don't care because it isn't their 
fight, or who would rather do something else that night or that Saturday or that parade. 

Those who are sympathetic, knowledgeable and understand the reasons, and who conduct themselves in a quiet, staid manner; those who are 
unsympathetic and who have their own political or social agenda involving attacks on our heritage: Neither of these groups need our attention in 
terms of education. One already knows and the other doesn't want to be burdened by the facts. 

The group who is sympathetic for the wrong reasons; unsympathetic for lack of education; indifferent but willing to listen: These are the ones that 
need our attention and efforts at education. 

But we cannot educate if we do not have our own facts in order; or if we try to ram it down their throats; or if we display condescending attitudes in 
that education; or if we look as disreputable as do some of our opposites. We must know of that which we speak. We must have our resources at 
our fingertips. We must, ourselves, become educated so that we can be the educators. We must LOOK the part. 

All of this aside, we can address our opponents in many different ways, but we should not resort to low-level attacks or out-and-out insults. It may 
be acceptable to refer to them as politically-correct weenies, weaklings, jellyfish; we may refer to some as Those People, "Opposition", "them", or 
just address them by their rightful titles. These labels may be used to antagonize, identify, provoke, rib, all the while being gentle and in good taste. 
As every craftsman knows, he must choose his tools carefully so that he produces a finished product worthy of his effort and his good name. 

But one thing stands above all of this. When our symbols, history, and heritage are attacked, we, as individual Southerners and as Sons, MUST 
respond. We cannot sit still and expect others to do the job; we cannot allow the uneducated and the agenda-driven to present an inaccurate, 
slanted, or biased picture of our forefathers. We all understand that our grandfathers fought for American principles including Home, Family, 
Country, Freedom, Liberty. The individual soldier may or may not have formed his opinion of slavery and the status of Black Americans prior to 
Secession; but by the time the Bluecoats invaded Virginia, the common soldier throughout the South (and some in the North) knew that his very 
basic self was in jeopardy, and he fought. 

This is our honorable message. Let us choose our tools carefully, begin the project, finish it; take care in judging our own artisans.

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EXECUTIVE COUNCIL MEETS IN 
COLUMBIA 

COLUMBIA - The Executive Council 
of the South Carolina Division held a 
routine meeting in Columbia 12 Febru- 
ary 1995- The meeting which included 
officers and staff transacted several 
matters of business. 

Among other actions the XC approved 
a new Division Members Medal and 
gave final approval for the 1995 state 
convention. The convention will be 21 
- 22 April in Rock Hill and the medals 
will sell for $25.00 each. Also, a 
completely revised Awards Program 
was presented by the Awards Com- 
mittee and approved with some 
amendments. 

The XC passed a constitutional 
amendment which will make it easier 
to add Brigades and redraw their 
boundaries. If approved by the Divi- 
sion convention, the amendment will 
take effect in 1996. 

As the Battleflag issue has started 
heating up in the legislature and the 
press again the XC approved a third 
phase of the campaign begun last 
year to increase public support for the 
Confederate flag and its place atop 
the State House dome. In January 
1994 the Division participated in a 
state-wide newspaper campaign pro- 
moting the idea of a referendum, and 
just prior to the gubernatorial pri- 
maries the division ran a state-wide 
radio campaign. 

In other action approval was given for 
the purchase of a computer to 
manage membership and accounting 
data. An official policy on use of the 
division roster by outside groups was 
approved which requires the specific 
consent of the XC. 

TEXT OF CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENT 

12 February 1995 

South Carolina Division, SCV 

Constitution 

Proposed Amendment 

To amend Subparagraphs a and b of 
Article III - Organization, Section 2, as 
follows; 


Article III 
Section 2 

The South Carolina Division, SCV is 
subdivided into brigades consisting of 
two or more counties contiguous to 
each other taking into account tradi- 
tional and historical regions of the 
State. The number, size, and geo- 
graphic limits of the brigades shall be 
determined by the Division Executive 
Council and submitted to and ratified 
by the next Division Convention. Writ- 
ten notice of any proposed changes 
from the three brigade organizations 
presently existing shall be given to 
each Commander of active camps in 
the Division and to each member of 
the Executive Council.

PROPOSED POLICY 

of the South Carolina Division 
SonsjrfConf ederaie Veter ans 

Policy regarding proper and approved 
uses of the Roster of Compatriots of 
the Division. 

DEFINITION - For purposes of this 
policy the Roster is defined as the 
record of members, their addresses 
and other information about an indivi- 
dual Compatriot retained by the Divi- 
sion Adjutant, or copies thereof which 
may be retained by other officers or 
staff. 

POLICY -- The roster may be used 
only by Division Officers and Staff in 
the official course of their duties on 
behalf of the South Carolina Division, 
Sons of Confederate Veterans. 

PROVISIONS - From time to time 
the Executive Council of the South 
Carolina Division may deem it proper 
to make use of the Division Roster 
available to other persons or organi- 
zations for certain purposes which are 
determined to be in the interest of the 
Division, Compatriots, or the goals 
and purposes of the organization. In 
such instances the South Carolina 
Division Executive Council shall spe- 
cify the purpose and duration of the 
use the Division Roster and shall be 
careful to insure that the Roster is not 
used beyond these limits. 

The Division Roster may not be con- 
veyed to any non-member except as 
directed by the Executive Council. 
Copies of the Division Roster shall be 
distributed by the Division Adjutant 
only. 

PROCEDURE FOR APPROVAL - 

Any person or organization desiring to 
use the Division Roster shall apply in 
writing to the Chief-of-Staff (COS) 
stating the nature and purpose of the 
intended use. The COS shall advise 
the SC DIV Executive Committee at 
the next committee meeting for action.

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Recent Reuters and Knight-Ridder 
news agency stories told of the Janu- 
ary 15, 1995, murder, on a Tennessee 
highway, of a neighboring Kentucky 
youth who was flying a Confederate 
flag from his pickup truck. Four black 
youths reportedly shot him because 
they were offended by the flag. This 
occurred during community clashes 
over a local school's use of, in part, 
the Confederate flag as a school 
symbol. The team's name is The 
Rebels. 

A telephone interview with a staff 
person of the Todd County, KY, 
Sheriff's Department reveals a dif- 
ferent story, one with which all of us 
are familiar. The flag is not the central 
point of this murder. Recidivism and 
media hype are the culprits. 

Yes, the victim had such a flag 
flying from his truck. No, it did not 
cause his death. The gunman, identi- 
fied as "not from around here" but 
from the Chicago, was simply looking 
for someone to shoot He has a 
history of violent behavior according 
to police records. The other three 
blacks were local youths, one of 
whom routine^ flew the flag from his 
own vehicle in a show of school spirit. 

The Sheriffs Dept person said that 
racial discord and community uphea- 
val are exaggerations promoted by 
out-of-town media, that the major part 
of the citizens are not concerned 
about the flag, and that they (the 
locals) are mystified about the pro- 
motion given the matter by the media. 
Obviously they are not aware of the 
hidden headline in every major news- 
paper - "Sensationalism Sells". 

Equally unclear is if this murder was 
strictly racial in nature. The Sheriff's 
Department denies that the US Jus- 
tice Department is investigating the 
possibility that the victim's civil rights 
were violated. In light of continued 
reports in the national media of racial 
overtones, perhaps the Justice 
Department should investigate, if 


nothing else, to set the record straight. 
That would put the matter into pers- 
pective, satisfy justice, and give the 
media something more to print 

There appear to be no new aspects 
lo this case, which makes suspect the 
continued reporting in the national 
media. The media has not reported on 
the criminal record of the shooter, nor 
has it explained why a gun was 
carried by those four youths if they 
were not looking for a crime to com- 
mit A healthy respect for the media is 
not being engendered among the 
reading public. 

On an aside, we were pleasantly 
surprised to learn that the Department 
person has a proper understanding of 
the difference between the origins of 
the Confederate Battle Flag and the 
First National Flag. This community is 
ripe for participation in organizations 
dedicated to the proper defence of the 
Confederate fighting man and woman. 

Rumors abound; more next issue.

Editorial, Charleston Post & Courier, Sunday, Feb. 12, 1995 

"Charleston Police Chief Reuben Greenberg surprised a few 
people some years ago when he donned a baseball cap bearing 
the word "REBEL" imprinted on a miniature Confederate flag to 
direct traffic when gridlock gripped tho Ashley River Road. 

Nobody questioned the chief as to whether his cap was a 
statement Many assumed that the black police chief wore his 
Confederate cap as a joke. 

It now appears that it wasn't a joke and that Chief Greenberg was 
defending Southern heritage. 

A front-page story on the controversy over flying the Confederate 
flag over the Statehouse in Friday's [2/10/95] Wall Street Journal 
begins with a description of the police chief as, 'black, Jewish and 
well acquainted with the Ku Klux Clan ... (whose) office decorations 
include a miniature of the Klan's favorite emblem: The Confederate 
flag.' The Journal quotes Chief Greenberg as saying: 'You can 
despise the KKK and still respect the flag as a symbol of Southern 
heritage.' 

The chief thinks foes of the flag have embraced a tost cause and 
says that even if the Confederate flag is taken down from atop the 
state Capitol '... you're going to see more battle flags than you ever 
saw before - on bumper stickers, tie pins and license plates.' 

The story ends as it begins with a quote from Chief Greenberg: It 
took four years to fight that war and may take another hundred to 
exorcise all the demons it let loose,' As we see it, simply by 
rebelling against racial stereotyping, the chief is helping to speed 
up the process." 

We are reminded of the huge increase in numbers of Battle Flag 
examples in Danville, VA, when that city had a flap over the flying 
of the flag at the Last Capitol of the Confederacy in Virginia. 
Danville had not been noted for significant displays of the flag 
before that episode, so it would seem that Chief Greenberg's 
remarks about such an increase in flags in South Carolina would 
be prophetic. 

Reenactors in South Carolina are well aware of Chief Greenberg's 
strong support of the hobby, support that knows no color barriers. 
Now we can share this important gem with others.

He speaks to the 
compromises avoided in the negotiations for the renovations to the 
historic Francis Marion Hotel in Charleston.

States Respond to Unconstitutional Call to Arms 


On April 15, 1861, when Lincoln called for 75,000 men to 
oppose the Confederacy, Governors of Southern States 
responded in part by writing: 

Arkansas: "In answer to your requisition for troops from 
Arkansas to subjugate the Southern States, I have to say 
that none will be furnished. The demand is only adding 
insult to injury." 


TYPHOID FEVER 

as per The Lee Girls , p. 109 

"The symptoms of typhoid fever, one of the four or five 
most common illnesses of the 1860s, had already been 
well documented. In addition to the debilitating fever, which 
could often rise to 106 degrees just before the characteris- 
tic rash appeared, a patient suffered aching and general 
weakness. If one were fortunate, the body's natural 
disease-fighting mechanism conquered the illness, and the 
patient recovered slowly. If sickness continued longer than 
ten days or two weeks, serious and often fatal complica- 
tions could occur. Before the Civil War, standard treatment 
consisted of little more than alleviating the fever with cold 
cloths, offering plenty of liquids, and using sedatives in 
cases where the headache and stomach pains were 
severe. No attempt was made to isolate patients." 


Kentucky: "Your dispatch is received. In answer I say 
emphatically Kentucky will furnish no troops for the wicked 
purposes of subduing her sister Southern States." 

Missouri: "Your requisition ... is illegal, unconstitutional, 
and revolutionary in its object, inhuman and diabolical, and 
cannot be complied with." 

North Carolina: "Your dispatch is received, and if 
genuine, which its extraordinary character leads me to 
doubt, I have to say in reply that I regard the levy of troops 
made by the Administration for the purpose of subjugating 
the States of the South as in violation of the Constitution 
and a gross usurpation of power, I can be no party to this 
wicked violation of the laws of the country and to this war 
upon the liberties of a free people. You can get no troops 
from North Carolina." 

Tennessee: "Tennessee will not furnish a single man for 
coercion, but 50,000, if necessary, for the defense of our 
rights and those of our Southern brethren." 

Virginia: "In reply to this communication I have only to say 
that the militia of Virginia will not be furnished to the powers 
at Washington for any such use or purpose as they have in 
view. Your object is to subjugate the Southern States, and 
a requisition made upon me for such an object - an object, 
in my judgment, not within the purview of the Constitution 
or the act of 1795 - will not be complied with. You have 
chosen to inaugurate civil war, and having done so, we will 
meet it in a spirit as determined as the Administration has 
exhibited towards the South."
